Bela Run, Famed Leader 
Of Communists, Arrested 


MOSCOW, Oct. 20—(UP)—The official Communist Internationale 
magazine asserted today that Bela Hun, world famous Hungarian 
Communist leader, had been arrested. 
It had been reported several times in recent months that Hun, 
leader of the Communist revolution in Hungary after the World War, 
and dictator of the country during** 
the short-lived Communist repub­ 
lic, had fallen victim to the ruth­ 
less purge of men considered ini­ 
mical to the regime of Josef 
Stalin. 
But each time Hun had been 
seen and it was not until today 
that his arrest was confirmed. 
The Communist Internationale 
magazine, 
in 
disclosing 
today 
that Hun had been arrested, said 
he was charged with “Trotskyist” 
activities which undermined the 
popular front in Hungary. 
Such charges as this usually 
mean the death penalty, and it 
was believed likely that the stormy 
career of the Hungarian leader 
was near its end. 
Basing its denunciation on Bela 
Kun’s activities in Hungary at the 
time of his red republic, the Com­ 
munist 
magazine 
attacked him 
violently, accusing him of sabotag­ 
ing efforts to create a single dis­ 
ciplined left front against Fas­ 
cism,

SOUTH REND, Ind., Oct. 20 — 
(TTP)—Dr.

Owen, 
psychiatrist, 
am ateu r 
crim inolo­ 
gist, and brilliant 
scholar, 
w as be 
questioned in jail today about an 
“alm ost perfect” crim e— the m ur­ 
der of a schoolgirl. 
He was held 
on 
an 
“open” 
charge— w ith specific accusation. 
Dr. Owen, 36, was schooled in 
Vienna in intricacies of the hum an 
mind, and operates a sanitarium 
for m ental patients. He is a strik ­ 
ing man, six feet, three 
inches 
tall, weighing 250 
pounds. 
He 
w ears a neatly-trim m ed Van Dyke 
beard. He is a Roy Scout leader, 
a prom inent doctor, and a highly- 
respected m em ber of South Bend 
society. 
Sheriff W illiam H osinski hesi­ 
tated even to detain him for ques­ 
tioning until he had 
questioned 
first all of his business associates. 
In his home, officers said, Dr. 
Owen has a m iniature laboratory 
where he m akes gun barrels and 
instrum ents 
used 
in 
scientific 
crim e detection. 
He was arrested last night as 
Sheriff W illiam H osinski pursued 
a theory th a t the m urder of Mel­ 
ba Moore, 16, on a lonely country 
road a week ago tonight not only 
w ithout m otive, b u t w as uninten­ 
tional. The slayer, H osinski be­ 
lieved, m eant to kill Miss M oore’s 
sw eatheart, Adolph Stopper, 20, 
and her friend, C harles W alton, 
16, both of whom were w ith her 
a t the time. 
No Clues a t F irst 
Solution of the m urder seemed 
an alm ost hopeless task, a t first. 
The sheriff adm itted he had no 
clues. Stopper and W alton had 
only a brief glim pse, in the dark, 
of the slayer, and they fled as 
soon as he sta rte d shooting. They 
had only a vague description. A p­ 
parently the Stopper-M oore court­ 
ship w as free of serious jealousy. 
The youths w ere held in jail, 
w ithout charge, for several days. 
They ware given a lie 
detector 
test, then freed. 
Dr. Owen’s a rre st cam e sudden­ 
ly and w ithout detailed explana­ 
tion. Hosinski said he talked w ith 
nurses and other sta ff m em bers 
of Owen’s sanitarium before a c t­ 
ing. W hat he asked Owen and 
Owen replied, the sheriff refused 
to disclose. 
D eputy Sheriff F ran k B ruggner, 
however, said Dr. Owen w as “u n ­ 
able to account satisfacto rily for 
his m ovem ents on the night of the 
slaying.” 
Owen studied in Vienna 
from 
1932 to 1935, retu rn in g to Indiana 
to become consulting p sychiatrist 
at the L ogansport sta te hospital 
for the insane. L ast y ear his wife, 
whom he m arried in 1925, sued 
him for separation, $200 m onthly 
alimony, and custody of their son, 
Robert, IO. 
Officers described Owen as a 
“brilliant conversationist,” a m an 
whose erect bearing 
and 
alert 
mirid com m anded w idespread re ­ 
spect 
and 
earned popularity in 
society circles. He is a director 
of the South Bend Boys Guidance 
cam p, and is active in Boy Scout 
work. 
Crim e (Study Hobby 
The study of crim e appeared to 
be his chief hobby. B ruggner said 
Owen had a police radio in his car, 
and carried firearm s. 
Owen 
disappeared 
from 
his 
home four days a fte r the slaying, 
Hosinski said, and did not retu rn 
until Monday. On the night th a t 
Miss Moore w as shot to death, 
Owen did not re tu rn to his home 
until after m idnight, the sheriff 
declared. 
Miss Moore w as shot to death 
as she rode w ith Stopper and W al­ 
ton in Stopper’s car along a lone­ 
ly lane near G ranger, Ind. The 
youths said they entered the lane 
in hopes of running down rabbits. 
As they entered they saw a car 
backed into a ditch, as 
if 
the 
driver were in trouble. They stop­ 
ped, backed up to offer aid. 
Aa Stopper’s car drew up even 
with the slayer’s m achine, a m an 
stepped out and, w ithout w arning, 
started shooting.

Moore, another grazed 
W alton. 
Stopper was not injured.
